\ ' - I stopped BURCHUELL 

in the 600 block of north Buckner Boulevard, Dallas in 
connection with a traffic violatio n. BDBCB0SLL got out of 
the automobile and Qfficer \ ~J observed a pistol belt 

lying o n the fr ont 3eat floorboard under the driver's seat. 
Officer 1 | picked up the belt and found a .357 Smith and 

Wesson pis to 1,$KS221, in a. holster. Th® officers then 

unloaded this piatoi. The officers then opened th® trunk 
of the car and found one .303 Army type rifle with five 
rounds in its clip with one bullet in the chamber. They 
also found two thousand rounds of 30.06 rifl® ammunition 
in the floor of the trunk.

He provided no information to hiss indicating 
he was affilia ted with any specific organisation.

DURCHWHLL was still in custody of the Dallas police 
Department. He stated, however, it is possible BURCOTSUL* 
may be released upon bond inasmuch as he has attempted 
to contact a lawyer and obtain his release on bond. 


- ASHLAND FREDRIC BURCHWELL was interviewed at 
the City jail, Dallas, Texas on September 30, 1962. Me 
advised he resides at 1527 Annex, Dallas, and Is a 
clerical employee and driver employed by R. J. Brown 
Company, 4228 West Highway 183, Irving, Texas. He presently 
has permission of his employer to be off from work for several 
















days. 'BURCHWELL stated he is a, follower of General 
EDWIN A. WALKER and that he was planning to depart on 
the night of September 30, 1962 for Mississippi. He said 
he would go to whatever town atWbirii General WALKER was located 
He said he was going to Mississippi to back Governor ROSS 
BARNETT through General WALKER, since he believes the use 
of troops in Mississippi is a violation of states rights. 


BURCHWELL said he was arrested at about ®:3© a.m 
that day for speeding on Buckner Boulevard, Dallas. He 
said that on the night of September 28, 1962 he and 


I___| (who is employed by U.S. Gypsum Company) 

celebrated his birthday; that they and two other couples, 
whoa he declined to identify, went dancing that night at the 
La Cabana, a private club located on Travis Street in Dallas 
of which he claims to be a member. In answer to a question 
as to whether the four individuals were also "followers" 
of General WALKER, BURCHWELL replied that most of his friends ' 
are "Conservatives". He defined the .word "Conservative" 
as meaning tSfyey "believe in constitutional government." 

He said that in opposition to that word, the word "liberal" 
means a person who believes the Constitution may be interpreted 
to meet a particular situation. After celebrating his 
birthday he went to bed at about 6: 00 fej.m., September 29, 

1962 at the home of | and slept until ©bout 

midnight. He then got up and drove to'see a friend of his 
whom he visited from about 12;00 a.m, or 1:00 a. hi. until W 
around 6:00 a.m. on the morning of September 30, 1962. 

He declined to identify that individual but said it wus 
a man and that the man lived in Garland, Texas, a suburb ‘ . 
of Dallas. He said he had given this man his word he would 
not identify him. He said that he had been with that mam 
for several hours until about 6:00 a.m. and he had Just 
departed from that place wfcaa he «b arrested by the Dallas 
Police Department. He said he was arrested for speeding 
©nd they found in his possesion three .22 caliber automatic 
pistols which he had purchased on September 22, 1962 from 
Ray's Hardware Store, Singleton Boulevard, Dallas. They 
also found a .357 magnum revolver which he purchased ©bout 
three months ago at Ray's Hardware Store, Dallas, ©nd a 
.303 caliber British Enfield rifle which he had received 
from his mother as a gift about four years ago. His mother, 











ALICE JBDEGHWELL, 18047 Connecticut, Roseville, Michigan 
had purchased it from a Federal department store, Detroit, 
Michigan and had given it to him‘When he lived in Detroit, 
Michigan. The police officers also found in hie possession 
about two thousand rounds of 30.9® ammunition he had 
purchased at 4 and 3/4 cents per round on September 22, 

I9S2 from Ray's Hardware Store, Dallas. They also 
obtained from him a switchblade knife, about twenty rounds 
of .303 rifle ammunition, about eighteen rounds of .357 
magnum ammunition and about one thousand rounds of (^>22 
caliber ammunition. &'/a said he has been buying considerable 
1 ammunition all along over the past few months as he has a 
hobby of shooting and frequently goes out in the country 
to fire his firearms. He said he has been firing the 
magnum revolver and the rifle for some time but that he had 
just a few days ago purchased the three .22 caliber pistols, 
two of these being purchased for two of his friends in 
Dallas who had asked him to obtain same for them. He 
declined to identify those two friends. He said he had 
spent possibly at least $150,00 during the past four-or 
five months on ammunition at Hay's Hardware Store, Dallas. 

He brought the knife back from overseas Army duty. H© 
was discharged from the Army at Fort Hamilton, Hew York 
April 28, 1962, Serial Number HA 27035664 as a sergeant 
E/5. He gave the Army his forwarding address as General 
Delivery, Main Post Office, New Orleans, Louisiana. -"H© 
lived in New Orleans when he enlisted in the Army in 
F ebruary 1958. His draft board Is at Detroit, Michigan. 

He claims to have an honorable discharge resulting from 
expiration of normal enlistment. Previously he served 
from December 9, 1957 to June 1958 in the active reserve 
of the Michigan National Guard and with that organisation 
was on active duty from June- 1958 to October 1958 at Fort 
Ord and Fort Leona xQ ; ^bd. worked under General NALHISR 
overseas in the special warfare section of the U.S. Anay 
24th Division at Augsburg, Germany, October 1960 to June 1961. 

BHRCHWELL said he has no knowledge he has committed 
any violation of law except speeding and possibly possessing 
a loaded firearm inside an automobile. He is not certain 
if the latter is a violation of any law. He stated he has 
been issued no permit by local authorities in connection 
with his use of firearms. 
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BBRCJ3V7ELL stated he came to Dallas in April 
1962 to work for General WALKER as his assistant in WALKER’S 
campaign for governor in the Democratic primary election. 

He worked for WALKER until July 1962, continuing after 
WALKER'S defeat in that election as WALKER'S office 
manager. This work was ‘in the private library at the home 
of WALKER at 4011 Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas. BURCISWELL 
during that period resided at WALKER'S home. 


BURCHWELL stated he had the above firearms and 
ammunition in his possession because h@ believed it was 
necessary "for my survival". He went on to state that he 
believed the United States is in danger of internal sub¬ 
version and he feels the United States is close to occupation 
by United Nations forces "because of the trend of our 
Government to turn over our armed forces to the United 
Nations". He stated that House Bill number 7277, passed 
in September 1961, which he does not believe has been made 
a law yet, provides for total disarmament of the United 
States, and placing of all armed forces under the United 
Nations. He said the U.S. Government Printing Office has 
put out a pamphlet several months ago concerning House Bill 
number 7277 and in that pamphlet appears a foreword written 
by President KENNEDY in which it appeared president KENNEDY 
was favoring that bill. *BURCHWELL said he had purchased 
one of these pamphlets from the American Book Store, Snider 
Plaza located next door to the office of park Cities News, 
a weakly newspaper, Snider Plaza, Dallas. A friend, whom 
he declined to identify, had previously shown this pamphlet 
to him. 





BURCHWELL said that he had these firearms in the 
car he was driving because he intended to move all of his 
personal belongings to Mississippi for an indefinite period 
of time with the intention of lending support to Governor 
BARNETT in a crisis over states rights. Ha pointed 
out this crisis is over states rights and not over integration. 
He said the subject of integration means little to him but 
he feels the Individual states or the people have the right 
to decide matters such as integration. He said he keeps 
his firearms with him wherever he lives and for that reason 
he was talking these firearms with him within the next day 
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or two to Mississippi, le said he toad spoken to Gener®! 
WALKER during the past few days and offered hi® support 
after he toad heard WALKER had urged patriots togp to 
Mississippi. He said there was no discussion with WALKER 
about guns or ammunition and that the only mention toy 
WALKER to his knowledge concerning any fireara® was given 
in WALKER'S news conferences. He said the mention of arms 
by WALKER., to his knowledge, was merely in answer to 
questions asked him. So far as BDRCMELL knows WALKER 
has at no time advocated the bringing of firearms to 
Mississippi. He said WALKER had in tois news releases 
stated the patriots should carry their ’’skillet, tent, 
camping gear and flag". He said WALKER knows to® (BBRCMWELL) 
owns a rifle and magnum revolver tout to© does not know about 
the three .22 caliber pistols. »■ He reiterated that toe 
has had no discussion with WALKER concerning the taking 
of firearms to Mississippi and that he was doing so only 
as an individual. He said he had no particular intention 
with regard to the use of these firearms and was only 
faking them because they were his possessions and toe was 
moving from his present address in Balias. He said one 
other individual planned to accompany him on tois trip to 
Mississippi. He declined to identify ttoe ottoer person 
but said he is the on© that he spent several hours with 
at Garland, Texas between about midnight and 16:00 a.a., 
September 30, 1062. He said that other person toad mentioned 
he was going to take a 30.06 rifle. He said they spent 
those few hours shortly before BURCHWELL’s arrest at the 
other man’s hosae packing and getting ready to go. B13BSHC7ELJL 
claimed that they planned to l@&ve on the evening of Sepfeatoer 
30,' 1962 and were going to Jackson or wherever they found 
WALKER. He- claimed the only clothing toe was taking was 
what was in his ruck sack which was already in ttoe automobile 
and which contained only toilet articles and a change of 
clothing. He said that so far as h® knows he and the 
unidentified man would still depart from Balias on ttoe 
night of September 30, provided to® can get out on bond. 

He said he had called the Dallas Bar Association and asked 
them to obtain a lawyer for him and was told they would try. 

He said he has heard nothing, however. He said transportation 
expenses to Mississippi were to be paid toy himself. 
v/BURCHWELL said the box containing blank and partially 

utilized Mimeograph cards, about five inches toy seven inches 
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belonged to this friend oil his who was to accompany 

him to Mississippi. H© said th®$® cards a?® records 
that his friend wanted to take along and that he (BUJRCMfSLL) 
has mo knowledge off th® significance of those cards, IE® 
said insofar as h© knows his ffriomd is affiliated with a 
group of individuals who have th© same states eights and 
political views bat so far as he knows that group of 
individuals hava mo organization "par s@” with which they 
are affiliat®d. So said h® did mot want to identify his 
friend because h® did mot want to implicate him. BTOCMJlsyi, 
knew of 25 or 30 people from Dallas who had left within 
the past day or two for Mississippi to back MEjaSTT. IE® 
knows some off them personally but does mot know all off thesa 
and assumed thay were going in automobiles. 1© had mo 
knowledge concerning firearms being tafeem by any of th®E„ 
Som® off them were said to be General UAIUESB's supporters 
dprihg his campaign but ,he did not know if they could be 
described as present *’followers” of WAJLBSE. 
stated ho does mot desire to identify any of these porsoioj© 
who are going to Mississippi. 


BHJRCOTBI.L stated he has mo knowledge that 
General WALKBR is affiliated with any particular organisation 
with the exception of the John Birch Society of which 
WAISSR fs supposed to be a lifetime ra®Qto©r„ MMCOTILL 
stated he is not a iaeiab®r of th© John Birch Society or any 
organization. He ©splaimed th® reason for th® radio sticker

ASHLAND F. BURCHWELL, 5309 Ellsworth Avenue, Dallas, 
Texas, advised that he enlisted In the Regular Army In February 
of 1959 and was sent to Germany. In October of 1960, while 
attending a Trosp Information Conference at which former Major 
General EDWIN A. WALKER was speaking, he caiae to the attention of 
WALKER and was transferred to the Special Projects, later 
Special Warfare Section of the 24th Infantry Division which was 
commanded by EDWIN A. W ALKER. tranflf wr was actually arranged 

by Army Master Sergeant 1 l who was in charge of

BURCHWELL stated 
this group was vehemently opposed to any Firearms Registration 
Act since this could fall into the hands of communists who 
would then be able to disarm the American public. BURCHWELL 
lndlcated^±£ta£ members of this group were also members of the 
lational/cA^sodiatdUMm whAch was opposed to any firearms 
rogistration.

BURCHWELL admitted that he was living at WALKER'S 
residence from the first of Hay until the middle of July at 
which time he was employed by WALKER and it was during this period 
that he purchased the Magnum pistol and he had this pistol and 
rifle at WALKER'S residence during the period that he resided at 
iWALKER'S residence; however, BURCHWELL insisted that he remove . 
these weapons when he left WALKER'S residence. BURCHWELL stated 
the only weapon he knew EDWIN A. WALKER to possess was a Smith and 
Wasson .38 caliber pistol with a six-inch barrel.

■ BURCHWELL stated he sincerely believed that a communist 
takeover In the United States was possible, pointing out what 
happened in Czechoslovakia in 1948. He also reported that they 
had heard reports that Mongolian troops were massing in lower 
California :±aZ Mexico. , When asked where he received such informa¬ 
tion, BURCHWELL stated he had heard it from a minister, name 
unrocalled, who claimed to have seen these Mongolian troups in 
Mexico. V H® also cited such sources as GERALD L. K. SMITH, of 
California, and the publication "Common Sens e," w hich BURCHWELL 
described as an anti-semetic newspaper.
